The plans are the logical devel- 
opment of aims prominent in the 
minds of administrators of both in- 
stitutions when Shimer was incor- 
porated as the Frances Shinier 
Academy of the University of Gni-

1. The Shimer curriculum in general 
education will be re-structured in line

3. A plan of co-education will be

4. The school year will be divided in- 
to three terms rather than into two sem- 
esfceo.

|ann, irv in support of the affiliation, 
Dr Brumbaugh summed up the ad- 
vantages in the following words: 

"From the standpoint ol the Col- 
lege the affiliation would tb- 
j.Vh a relationship thai was earlier 
contemplated; it would give the in- 
stitution prestige, even a place ol 
leadership under the aegis ol the 
University in the field ol general 
education, and would make for the 
use of die facilities of the institu- 
tion for a more effective and broad- 
er educational sei than is now 
rendered. 

"From the standpoint of the Uni- 
versity, the affiliation would pro- 
vide for the extension of its colle 
program; it would provide an en- 
vironmental setting that would ap- 
peal to many parents and some stu- 
dents who do not look with favor 
on a metropolitan environment, 
particularly for younger students- 
it would offer an opportunity for 
(developing) a program of general 
education in the type of colle 
that is independent of direct uni- 
versity connection — a type of in- 
stitution that will play an increas- 
ingly important role in American 
cation, public and private; and 
it might provide good opportunities 
for apprentice-teaching for gradu- 
ate students who are preparing for 
college teachin
